The Rowan Question. 

Gnribaldi has again attempted to 
offeot what ho terms " tho emanci- 
pation ot Italy " by an invasion of tho 
Papal Statos; but from tho action of 
his Government it would appoar that 
his efforts aro not appreciated. Ho 
was soiz- d, and an armed foreo 
has boon sot in motion for the frontier 
with instructions to put down tho 
Garibaldians who have takon up 
arms at their chieftain's bidding. Tho 
dispatch adds that an army has left 
Franco for Homo to preserve tho in- 
tegrity of tho Popo. A fow months 
only bavo elapsed since tho last 
Fronch soldier sailed from Rome for 
homo and tho Stato was left to its 
own rosourco3 for protection. Tho 
presonco of foreign troops on Italian 
Boil was distastoful to Victor Emanuel 
when his authority was confinod to 
tho petty Sardinian Statos, as scvor- 
eign of which ho may bo said to havo 
existed upon tho sufferance of Austria. 
In tho dark days of Italy Napoleon 
beoatne her ally. Ho assisted tho Sar 
dinians in thoir war against. Austria 
in 1859 and i860, and, in exchange for 
Savoy and Nice, which wero coded to 
Franco as a roward for its lriendship 
secured thorn in the possossion of 
important Provincoa. Subsequently 
tho invasion ot Naples by Garibaldi 
was connived at by the Italian King 
and tho French Emperor, and tho 
Italians joining in tho struggle soon 
drovo King Bomba. from tho throne 
and added Naples to tho Kingdom of 
Italy, Thrco yoars ago Garibaldi in- 
vaded Vonotia. Ho was pursued by 
Italian troops, wounded and takon 
prisoner, and his fcllowors dispersed. 
Tho timo bad not arrived. Last year 
Italy finding that il had had to pay too 
doarly for French support, soizod tho 
moment when Austria and Prussia 
wore quarreling over tho Danish spoils, 
allied horsoll with the latter power 
ami joined in tho attack upon Austria. 
Tha nott ro-ults of this allianco wns 
tho crippling of Austria, tho forma- 
tion of tho North-German Confeden 
ation and tho co-sion of Venotia to 
Italy. Tho only ex'Sting obstacle to 
tho Complete reunion ot Italy is the 
Papal authority in tho Ro magna, But 
how to seize tho covoied Province an I 
put an end to tho temporal power of 
tho Popo without ciiusing a gener 1 
war? is a question that must seriously 
havo ngitaiod the rnind of tho Italian 
Cabinet for months. Tho Government 
is too heavily in debt to admit of its 
engaging in another conflict for tho 
next fow years at least ; and it would 
be most impolitic to allow Garibaldi to 
preoipitato a quarrel that might provo 
disastrous to tho Govornmont which 
ho professos to wish to sorvo. His 
movemont is rash and ill-advised, and 
can only tend to incroaso tbo compli- 
cations and porhap* afFuct tho relations 
of Italy with France and other Catho- 
lic countries. It is no wondor, then, 
that tho chieftain has boon soizod and 
cast into prison ; nor is it surprising 
that wo find a forco of Italian uoldiory 
Bent out to disporso tho bands of 
volunteers who had colleotod ou tho 
frontior. But thero is another and 
still gravor faot that must bo 
takon into consideration in disoaasing 
this question. If it bo truo that a 
Fronch army has embarked for Homo, 
how far will tho prosonooof that army 
on Italian soil moot tho approval of 
tho Italian Government or pooplo 'I 
May it not givo rise to a sorious mis- 
understanding or an opon rapturo bo- 
twoon tho formor allios, and procipis 
tate the gonoral conflict that both 
Napoleon and Victor Emanuol aro ex- 
ceedingly anxious to avoid for tho 
prosont, without affecting, in the ro- 
moto.it degroo, tho position of the 
Popo?

been somehow promulgated that (he wicked 
will be punished in the luture world by being 
compelled lo follow tho pursuit for which 
they have tho strongest passion in this world. 
Some other mode of punishment will bavo 
to be devisod for Chinamen, because, were 
they compelled to gamble forever, the future 
would bo for them tho moat Celestial Para- 
dine imaginable 

a growl — no mail carries. 
Tho greatest cause of complaint bore ot 
present is want of communication with tbo 
outside world. Up to this timo there has 
been no mail carrier for this section. We have 
to depend entirely npon itinerant travello s 
lor letters and news. Mr O'Reiley brought 
the latest news from the lower country we 
have had this year. Surely a community 
that contributes as largely to the revenue as 
we do, deserves bottor treatment at tho hands 
ol the Government. There is, however, an 
express running to Walla Walla, but aa the 
party carrying it does no on bis 1 own hook,' 
he of course only comes and goes when it 
pays, and is thereforo not ceitain to oorro 
again. 

ANOTHER EXCITEMENT — NEW CAMP STRUCK— 
JFOUR MEN SHOT I1V INDIANS. 

It is reported, and ourrently believed, ttat 
a party of proapeotore known as tbe Pi9her 
party, have discovered new diggings on some 
tributaries of Iho Kootenay River, about 150 
ro i 1 eg south of this point, and 80 miles up the 
Kootenay River from Boomer's Ferry, on tbe 
American side. Tba prospecting party got 
short of provisions and started some of their 
men below for a supply, who, on their return 
wera attacked, and four men — John Herroo 
and John Moore, woll known in this camp, 
and two others whose names are unkoown, 
are supposed to have been killed by tbe In- 
dians. Tho main party started out to meet 
the grub train and were also altaeked, but 
t-Bcaped with the loss of some of their ani- 
mals. This tragedy is supposed to be in 
consequence of an Indian having been shot 
last spring on Thompson Rivar, a stream 
emptying ioto the Pen d'Orcille, by a man 
named Mike Hunt, who was himself shot in 
the first uflray ; but the Indians threatened 
ulterward that they would have tbe scalpa of 
ten white men for tho dead Indi in. Some 
twenty or tweniy-Dve mon leave here lo day 
for tha new diggings, well armed and pre- 
pared to meet tbo Indians, and should ac- 
counts from them prove good, there will be 
a large rush to thai section. 

PR0SPECT3 HERE. 

This camp hus not proved as remunerative 
so far as was anticipated early in Ihe season 
The Chinemen appear to havo tbe beBt 
claims and are generally doing well. There 
h ive been no hydraulic claims in operation ; 
Out up to the present time they have not 
proved profitable, owing, in a great measure, 
to want of facilities for working them. The 
parties have abandoned their old ground and 
are opening two new claims with strong 
hopes of nuking it pay. The Deep Shaft 
ha9 at last been abandoned. Many inter- 
ested are B til! satisfied that there are good 
diggings in the cluim, but are compelled to 
abandon it from want of funds. A new bill 
claim was opened by McCarty k Co on tho 
opposite side of the creek 00 which most of 
of tho rniniDg has bean done. They found 
cold prospects and Binco tho arrival of the 
Gold Commissions' havo been ongaged in 
bringing in a ditob ; thoy aro of opinion that 
tbo hill for two miles nbovo them will prove 
rich, and if so, it will bo tbo salvation of 
this camp, Their ditch will be completed 
next woik, when a large amount of proapocU 
ing will at onco commonco, and I hope to be 
ablo to report rich strikes in my next. 
Should this fail I fear the camp will bo en- 
tirely given up to Chinamen after this year, 
who will doubtless find satisfactory diggings 
for two or threo years to come.

Goods are ruling at very low prices hero. 
The H. B. Co. have purchased tbe stock-in- 
trado of Dixon & Co. and are bringing in a 
largo stock from thoir posts ot Shepherd and 
Karnloops. They are going in, apparently 
to supply the miners in this camp as well as 
at Cariboo. Prices are now ruling about as 
follows: Flour, $18 per hundred; liquors, 
fino, $6 to $10 per gallon ; baoon,40c to 0O0 
por lb ; tea, from $1 50 to $2 ; sugar, 50o to 
62^c; boans, 35c to 40c; rice, 33o to 35c; 
and all other goods proportionately low. 
Tho prospects for traders and merchants hero 
are not at all flattering, but low prices will 
help to prospoct the country and possibly 
may he the means of making rich discover- 
ies.

QllESNElLE Sept 2G — The Supremo Conn 
was formally opened at Richfield on the lGih 
instant, by His Honor Chief Justice Need 
ham 

Tbe case of the Gionse Creek Flume vs 
Canadian Co. was called, and hia Honor 
said : "My olject in calling you logethei 
to-day, so soon after my arrival here, is tc 
iutimate to you what course tho court is 
prepared to tako in tho adjudication of these 
several caoes. Ii has been publicly stated 
that these cases bavo created great discon- 
tent. Tbo court is now therefore prepared 
to suspend tho rules ol its ordinary procedure 
and allow them to bo rehoard. I am bore 
for that purpose The mining laws, which 1 
have looked into very minutely, do not forbid 
thiB. The cases relerred to seem lo me to be 
cases that ought to have been heard on their 
merits. Tbo cau60 ol this not bJiig done ia 
simply tbo result of a technical objection. 
Every oourt is incidental to tho ruleB of its 
own procedure, and has the power to sus- 
pend these rules if any technicality arises 
that might tend to defeat tho ends of justice. 
I will in this instance suspend the mles cf 
the court and allow tbo casos to bo tried on 
their own merits. Sufficient time will be 
allowed to counsel to get np thoir casts. 
Wiih regard to notices, I will niter the rules 
so as to allyw any notice that will be com- 
patible with justice to bo given by nil 
parties. My des.ro is to aid in tho speedy 
adjustment of tho difficulties, and it would 
be very desirable thai all parties should show 
a like reciprocal feeling. And now one word 
raoro. The indulgence which 1 am pre- 
pared to give you is this : I will allow you 
to prove any thing, and to raise any point of 
law you pleaae. I will allot* yon all an 
open oppoilunity to get justice if you want 

vVilh tho consent of counsel tbe court fixed 
to-morrow, at two o'clock, for further bearing, 
as sufficient time would thus be given to 
communicate with all parties. 

Tuesday, 17ih — At tho hour appointed the 
oourt sat ; the various litigants and their 
counsel wore present. Mr Park, on behalf 
of tho Canadiin Co., made application for 
leave lo enter an appeal. 

Mr Walker sail bo had communicated with 
the foreman of tbe Flume Co., who refused 
to give his consent to tho oaso being open- 
ed up afresh. He bad no instructions or 
authority from the company below, but il 
cited ho would appoar and defend tbe com- 
pany's rights. 

A long argument here ensued re.= pectins; 
the m ide of procedure, when it was finally 
agreed chat the cases should bu brought into 
court in the form of writs of ejectment bv 
which process ihe legal and equitable rights 
of parties would be equally as well protected 
as if tho cases were entered in Ihe usual 
form of appeal. It was also agreed, at tho 
conclu-ion of a lengthy discussion, thai the 
gold taken out of Ibe disputed stretch of 
ground by both parlies should be deposited 
in the hands of iho officer of tho court to 
await a final docision. By the consent of all 
parties Monday next was fixed for Iho hoar- 
ing.

He 
eslublisbedja company and so' a factory going 
in the neighborhood of Dubiim He estab- 
lished an industrial magazine to make known 
the wunts of Ireland on the odo baud, and ils 
laient wealth on the other. Alter a few 
months tho magazioe suddenly slopped, but 
this was because the object for which it was 
started had been effectually accomplished 
during its brief and prosperous career, and 
Mr H trvey Wadgo Inund that the time and 
attention it required must bo devoted to 
schetn s of a higher and nobler character. 
In the meantime his entertainments, wero in 
a sty lo ol splendour almost unparalleled, as 
broame a millionaire. His houso was fur- 
nished in the moat ooatly munner, and his 
tasto was tho themo ol general admiration. 
He hud in his cellar a quantity of the ohoio- 
cts vintages, wnioh &ho declared to bo 100 
years old. Marley, the lino old family seat o' 
tho La Touches, was in iho Landed Estates 
Court, and Mr Harvey Wadge was declared 
tho purchaser, m iking a deposit of £12.000 
in part payment. In tho meantime, there 
were mysterious whispers in commercial 
circles tbut all was riot right, and ultimately 
it wus annouooed in the fashionable intelli- 
gence of the Dublin papers that Mr Harvey 
Wau'go had lelt town for a short visit to Paly 
whore he was requested to authentioato u 
signature in u will ease, in wbinh a Princo 
wus ono of tho parties. It soon transpired 
that this enterprising gentleman was not likely 
to return to the country which he promised 
to rogoncrutc, and many of those in whom he 
inspired confidence have oomo to tho con- 
clusion tbut it would bo bolter without such 
industrial operators to developo its resources.

Settlement, Rupert's Lund on tho 31st of 
May, resolutions were passed appealing to 
the British and Canadian authorities for 
tho extension to that quarter of tho juris- 
diction of tho Canadian Government. 
There, ns everywhere elso in British 
America, the desire is rather for connec- 
tion with Canada than annexation to tho 
United Stales. The settlement is corn- 
posed chiefly of English, Scotch and 
Canadians, with a considerable Halfbreod- 
population, and a sprinkling of Americans 
A correspondent gives us sonic facts con- 
cerning this new region, which will be j 
interesting to our readers. Tho settle- 
ment is but a small ono as yet, but--. emi- 
grants from Canada arc arriving this 
season, and there is a prospect of a con- 
stantly-increasing stream from this quar- 
ter. It is situated fifty or sixty miles 
west of Fort Garry, just outside of the 
circuit of the civil jurisdiction of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, und hits, us yet, no 
government or machinery for dispensing 
justice. This appears to bo the chief 
want of the S" tilers, and we hope before 
long the Government of Canada will be in 
n position io remedy that defect. 

Tho climate und soil are such as to 
give assurance of early and rapid growth 
for the settlement. The winters are com- 
paratively mild, so much so at least that 
horses and cattle can keep fat running at 
largo on the piaries. Tho snow seldom 
fulls to any considerable depth, wheeled 
carriages being used at all times till Christ- 
mas. The soil is described ns a black 
loam, varying in depth according t« somo 
authorities from three to six feet, or tic- 
cording to our correspondent, from five 
to eight feet. The substratum is a white 
clay, mixed with sand in sonic places, and 
of great depth. Comparatively little rain 
fulls, but heavy dews maintain the degree 
of moisture requisite to fertility. The 
product of tho wheat crop reminds us of 
tho lirst crops on somo of the best soils 
hero— fifty bushels to the acre being secur- 
ed by u Canadian farmer from Puslinch, 
A'ho has made his homo there. The 
wheat wus the golden drop, and though 
left standing till it was too ripe, the 
above yield was obtained. The wheat 
weighed 07 pounds to tho bushel, and wo 
Iciini that G-l pounds is no unusual weight 
for wheat in that region. Tho same 
farmer reports 600 bushels of potatoes 
from three-fourths of an acre of land. 
All root crops give an enormous yield, 
and Qas flourishes. 

This fertile region is, moreover, very 
extensive, stretching away to the base of 
the Rocky Momtains. Its capacity for 
sustaining a population is practically un J 
limited — at least tho limit is far beyond 
any point that can be reached for some 
generations. This vast expanse also con- 
tains tho natural routo for tho inter- 
oceanic traffic of the Northern Hemisphere 
The cost of a railroad would be light 
across a plain which is almost a dead level. 
We hope that ere long tho Red River 
settlement and the Portage La Prairie 
settlement, nnd nil the other settlements 
out there will form a part of the Dominion 
of Canada. Jt is in that direction that 
our chief expansion must take place, and 
the more rapidly communications are 
opened up, and our influence extended, 
the brighter will be the prospect for 
Canada. Delays in this matter are dan- 
gerous, for a sudden rush may take place 
at any time to the gold regions of the 
North West, nnd a population seize on 
the soil, who will struggle hard to drug 
the country into the American union. 
An Amorican politician and economist of 
some note, Mr James W. Taylor, of 
Minnesota, some months since spoke of 
the idea which prevailed among the miners 
south of the boundary line, that deposits 
of untold wealth exist not far from the 
line in British territory. He said that a 
sudden excitement might carry thousands 
into British America, and on that idea 
evidently grounded hopes of annexation. 
The British Government, or our own, 
should provide against the danger of los- 
ing, this splendid territory, that is now, 
we fear, in a precarious position. The 
want of a proper system of government 
and the dislike of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, aggravate the evil. Action cannot 
be taken too soon. — Toronto Globe.

Transformation <<f Foreign Names — 
This proco-s cl changing foreign names is 
actively going on in our midst, thanks to 
the variety of European elements which 
ilow into the nreat mass of our people. 
Occasionally tho change can be clearly 
traced, as in local names. Tims wo find 
the river de la feve, as the French set- 
tlers called the tributary of the Missis-, 
sippi which pusses Galena, soon changed 
into tho more familiar name of Fever 
River, Tho same takes place among the 
Canadian neighbors, where a French pop- 
ulation is slowly giving way lo English 
settlers, and the old French names under- 
go strange alterations. Thus a place on 
the Ottawa, formerly called Lcs Che 
nraux, or The Channels, has becomo in 
pronunciation The Snows, and the spell- 
ing will probably soon follow the sound. 
Another settlement, which for some reason 
or other was called Les Chats, is rapidly 
changing into The ShaiOS ; und it third, 
Les Joaquins, is 'altogether transformed 
into 'Ihc Swashing S. A hill near the 
Buy of Fundy, oneo poetically designated 
by "the Acadians as Chapeau de Dieu 
(God's llftt,) is now called tihepody Moun- 
tain. Nor are these names confined to 
French names under English rule only, 
but foreign words of any kind, when used 
by ignorant men, havo suffered in like 
manner. Thus the Indian name of a 
river in New Brunswick, Pekantediae 
(river in white birch land,) is there popu- 
larly known as Tom Kedgewick, and 
numerous instances of like transformations 
arc found in every section of tho United 
g latos.-— Studies in English.
